FRENCH PRESS DIVIDED. 


Paris, Nov. ]S.—The opinion of the 


French press is divided regarding the 
international effect of Emperor Wil- 
liam's consent to avoid in the future, 
personal intervention in the foreign 
affairs of the empire. 
While a ma- 


jority of the 
papers 
consider 
his 


majesty's assurances beneficial to the 
country and a victory for the German 
people as against personal rule, sev- 
eral of them and notably the Figaro, 
express confidence in the sincerity of 
his majesty's pacific intentions and 
they recall occasions upon which he 
interfered in the interests of peace. 
They believe it unfortunate that this 
check upon the Chauvinism of German 
burcauocracy has been removed. 


Pekin, Nov. IS.—The-situation this 


morning shows no material change as 
over yesterday, but rumors are rife of 
political jealousies at the palace. Con- 
siderable, adverse comment has been 
aroused by the fact that Prince Chun, 
the regent, is ignoring the Chinese in 
announcing the composition of 
the 


committees that are to have the obse- 
quies of the late emperor and empress 
in hand. The only two Chinese ap- 
pointees are Yuan Shi Hai and Liu 
Chun Lin; the remainder are Man- 
chus. 


The acts of. Prince Chun are clothed 


with full imperial authority and show 
that he is jealous of the Manchu pre- 
rogatives and guards them sedulously. 
His edicts show clearly the literary 
style of Chang Chi Tung, a member 
of the grand council, but otherwise 
Chang Chi Tung is not active in af- 
fairs of state and appears 
to have 


been eclipsed.
